Competitive Plans in England 

WE frequently see it stated that the engineering profes- 
sion is more honored in England than here, and bears 
itself with more dignity and appreciation of the importance 
of its work. This may be true of the leaders in the pro- 
fession—we are not so sure of this even—but in some 
ways, at least, the less noted engineers are as well treated 
nere as there. We have not, for instance, noted such a 
reneral tendency in this country to call for competitive 
engineering plans as to give occasion for carrying of a 
‘olumn of “Competitions” in any engineering paper. But 
such a column appears in the English Contract Journal, 
the issue before us listing five competitions, among them 
‘iree towns which desire competitive plans for sewerage 
nd sewage disposal. The full extent of the humiliation, 
‘wever, is seen only on reading the terms of the com- 
ctitions. In one case, “The — Council invites com- 
etitive schemes for the disposal of the sewage of the town 

. The Council will make a selection from the 








submitted schemes, preference being given to one which 
may be inexpensive, so far as compatible with efficiency, 
and, in particular, which will not involve pumping of 
sewage. The author of the selected scheme must be pre- 
pared to attend at his own expense the Local Government 
Board inquiry to submit and explain his scheme to the 
inspector thereat, and to assist the Council then or there- 
after in obtaining the sanction of the scheme by the Board, 
providing all necessary plans, tracings, specifications, etc. 
Upon the sanction of the Board being received (but not 
otherwise) the author of the selected scheme will be paid 
a premium of £20, and if the Council decides to carry out 
the scheme, will be employed as engineer to supervise the 
execution of the work at the usual professional remunera- 
tion of 5 per cent. of the cost in addition to the premium.” 

After preparing plans and accessories, convincing a 
council of laymen of their superiority to any competitors, 
and another board of its adequacy, the successful com- 
petitor will receive the enormous sum of $100; the others 
receive nothing for their trouble and expenditures. We 
hope that the imposing of such conditions will never even 
occur to an American town. If it does, it is certain that 
no engineer worthy of the name will think of competing 
under them. 


Concerning Municipal Data 


ON Ly those who have attempted to collect data relative 
to municipalities can appreciate the difficulty, not so much 
of the collection as of comparing the data and of devising 
common terms therefor. We are, for instance, asked the 
cost per arc light of street lighting by municipal plants in 
the United States; and we doubt if any one plant has 
calculated the cost of its lights in a manner satisfactory to 
all interested. That the matter is a difficult one to treat is 
confessed by all experts, but it is certainly possible to de- 
vise fairly satisfactory uniform bases of calculation and 
comparison for these and all other municipal services. At 
present, when a city states that its expenses are, say $50 
a year per arc light, it is not at all certain that it is run- 
ning its plant any more economically than another which 
reports a cost of $70. For the former cost may be based 
on the annual station expenses alone, while the latter in- 
cludes interest on first cost, allowance for depreciation and 
renewal, based on a life of five years; the taxes which a 
private plant would pay, and possibly other items. Many 
data are not collected at all, and yet until all these are 
known and comparisons made possible, a city cannot 
be said to be run on strictly business principles, nor can 
we expect to attain any considerable economy in the man- 
agement of municipal enterprises. 
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POLLUTION OF STREAMS 


Common Laws on Subject—Rights of Riparian Owners and 
the Public—Disposition of Sewage 
by Municipalities 
THE Common LAw on WATER POLLUTION, 1.¢., the 
law as pronounced and determined by the courts inde- 


pendently of legislative action, is as follows: 

A. kights of Riparian Owners to pure water as 
against one another. 

No riparian owner may so corrupt or pollute a 
stream as to injure the property of other riparian 
owners in it. Reasonable use is permitted. The court 
can determine what is reasonable, and what injures. 

The legal remedies for such injury are: 

1. By private suit against the wrongdoer for dam- 
ages ; 

2. By injunction when the wrong is a continuing 
one; 

3. By indictment when the injury affects the rights 
of the public. 

If the injuring act is done in one jurisdiction and the 
injury suffered in another, civil action may be taken to 
the same extent as though both were in the same juris- 
diction. 

A seeming exception exists in Pennsylvania, where the great 
importance to the State of the coal mining industry has caused 
the courts to refuse to impose upon it the burden of paying for 
the damage to streams caused by discharging into them mine 
drainage. But this principle has been repudiated in New Jersey 
and Ohio, and appears not to have been followed in any other 
State. 

In certain of the arid and mining States of the West the 
doctrine of riparian rights has been in whole or in part abro- 
gated by what is known as the doctrine of prior appropria- 
tion. “Appropriation” is an actual use of the water for a 
beneficial purpose by a person having the right to make such 
use, i.c. by any person having lawful access to the water. The 
appropriator, by the fact of appropriation, acquires the right, 
as against riparian owners, to use the water in the state and 
condition, and to the extent necessary for the purpose for 
which he has appropriated it. Subsequent appropriators also 
acquire rights, but such are subordinate to the rights of the 
prior appropriator. Under the doctrine of prior appropria- 
tion: 

The riparian owners cannot complain of pollution so far as 
such pollution necessarily results from the use for which the 
appropriator has appropriated the water. 

No person, except a prior appropriator, may pollute the 
stream so as to render the water less fit for use by one who 
has lawfully appropriated it, and such prior appropriator can- 
not so pollute the water by a subsequent appropriation to a 
new use. 

No appropriator or other person may pollute water to the 
extent of creating a public nuisance. 

This doctrine is in force in Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota, and Wyoming; 
and with limitations in California, Oregon, and Washington. 


B. Rights of the Public (as distinguished from in- 
dividual owners) to have inland waters kept free from 
pollution by riparian owners or others. 

Whenever the pollution of a stream or other body 
of water injuriously affects the health or materially in- 
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terferes with the peace and comfort of a large and in- 
definite number of people in the neighborhood, such 
pollution becomes what is known as a public nuisance. 
But, except under such circumstances, the public, as 
such, has no standing to prevent the pollution of 
water. When, however, there is a public or quasi-pub- 
lic ownership of the banks of a stream, as in the case 
of a source of water supply owned by a municipality 
or owned by a company which supplies the inhabitants 
of a municipality with water, the public is interested 
in the enforcement of the rights of riparian proprietors, 
as stated under heading A. 

Where there is a public nuisance caused by the pol- 
lution of water, it is the duty of public authorities to 
cause its abatement, and their right to do so has been 
sustained in numerous cases. Where the public is in- 
jured in its capacity of riparian owner the remedy is 
either by injunction or by criminal proceedings, ac- 
cording to the nature of the wrong and the laws and 
practice of the jurisdiction in which the offense occurs. 


C. Disposing of Sewage by Public Municipalities ; 
—conditions under which, and extent to which, inland 
waters may be used for this purpose. 

Attention of the courts to this subject has been of 
recent date only. The following principles appear to 
have been established: 

Municipalities, if riparian owners, have the same 
rights and are subject to the same restrictions in the 
use and treatment of the water flowing over their 
lands as private owners ;—i.e., they may deposit sewage 
and other filth in such waters, provided always that by so 
doing they cause no injury to property below them. They 
may drain the surface water from their streets into water- 
courses, with the impurities which it naturally carries, 
provided they do not thereby increase the flow of water 
into the stream so as to exceed the capacity of the channel 
to the injury of the property below. 

Where municipalities are expressly authorized by 
statute to construct a system of sewerage, and to cause 
the sewage matter to be discharged into any particular 
waters, the statutory authority is to be exercised sub- 
ject to the implied condition that such discharge will 
not constitute a nuisance. Legislative authority can 
go no further than to authorize municipalities to ac- 
quire the rights of lower owners by purchase or con- 
demnation, because of the constitutional restrictions 
against taking private property for public use without 
just compensation. (A ruling, however, was made in 
Indiana—Valparaiso v. Hagen—which apparently vio- 
lates this, in which it was held that where a municipal- 
ity acts in conformity to the statute, skillfully and 
without negligence, it may discharge its sewage into 
a stream and the lower proprietors may not have an in- 
junction, and are entitled to no compensation for the 
damages suffered by them.) 

Municipalities have been held liable for injury to a 
wharf by sewage deposits; for the pollution of well: 
by the seepage thereinto of sewage-carrying water; fo! 
rendering a stream unfit for use in watering cattle: 
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lor causing deposits in and noxious odors from a mill 
pond, etc. 

If different municipalities or private parties by sev- 
eral acts foul the same stream, each may be enjoined 
against the commission of the wrong with which he is 
individually chargeable. 

No right to maintain a nuisance can be acquired by 
prescription or legitimatized by length of time. 

Riparian owners below the point where the tide ebbs 
and flows are not entitled to injunction against pollu-

CONDUIT AND PIPE FRANCHISES 


Terms and Requirements in New York City—Use of Streets 
for Subways Restricted—Liability of Company 
and Rights of City 


Cease 


Tue Bureau of Franchises, of New York City, has de- 
cided upon certain conditions which it recommends as a 
part of all franchises passed upon by it for the construc- 
tion of conduits or pipes in the public highways. 
conditions are essentially as follows: 


These 
The term of the 
grant shall be 25 vears, with privilege of renewal for a 
further term of 25 years upon revaluation and appraisal ; 
the rights granted being subject to the right, title or 
interest of abutting property owners in and to the streets ; 
all work to be done under the supervision of the Presi- 
dent of the Borough and the Commissioner of Water 
Supply, Gas and Electricity, and all expenses incurred for 
inspection of the work of construction to be borne by the 
company. The company shall keep in repair that portion 
of the surface of the street immediately over and above 
the subway and for a distance of five feet on either side 
thereof, and for a distance of five feet in all directions 
around the covers ci the man-holes or splicing chambers 
The city shall have the right to change the material or 
character of the pavement of any street, avenue or high- 
in which event the company shall replace the pave- 
ment above referred to in the same way at its own ex- 
vense. The company shall maintain and care for all 
underground and overground structures interfered with 
by the construction of the subway. Alterations in the 
sewerage or drainage system of the city, made necessary 
by the construction of the subway, shall be made at the 
expense of the company. If the space occupied by the 
‘oway shall in future be required by the city for any 
pudlic improvement, the company shall, at its own ex- 
pense, alter and rebuild the subway as directed by the 
proper officials. The city shall have the right to grant a 
ilar privilege on the same or other terms to any pe1- 
or corporation. The company shall assume all liabil- 
by reason of the construction and operation of the 
vay, 


way, 


has been the custom to reserve at least two ducts for 
vc use of the city in cases where the franchise applied 
tov .s of such a nature that ducts are necessary for opera- 
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tion. Upon the termination of the term of the grant or 
of its renewal the city may take over the conduit or pipe 
without paying anything therefor, or may order the com- 
pany to remove it and repave the street. 

A penalty of $50 a day for failure to maintain the 
structures in good condition is provided for. A compen- 
sation is required in the form of rental. For 16-inch 
pipes or less, this rental is $2 per foot for the first 100 
feet, decreasing gradually to $1 per foot for 600 feet or 
over. 


STREET CLEANING IN TWO CITIES 


Last year 173,594 great squares of streets (a great 
square is 10,000 square feet) were swept in Baltimore, 
Md., by machine at an average cost of 15 cents per great 
square; 250,757 cubic yards of snow and ice were re- 
moved at an average cost of 20.8 cents, ranging from 

7.8 to 24 cents; and 278,994 cubic yards of street dirt 
were removed at an average cost of 56.8 cents. The 
tctal cost of all work done on the streets averaged be- 
tween 30 and 40 cents a great square. Of garbage and 
ashes, 289,446 loads were collected and removed at an 
average cost of 68 cents a load, 70,498 loads being gar- 
bage and 218,948 being ashes. 


Cuicaco’s StrEET WorK 


During the first six months of 1906, 11,769 miles of 
streets and alleys were cleaned in Chicago, IIl., from 
which were removed 371,505 cubic yards of dirt, at a 
total cost of $221,825.13, or 59.7 cents per yard. Of gar- 
bage, 762,661 cubic yards were removed, at a cost of 
49 cents a cubic yard. The area of streets cleaned is not 
given, but if we assume 30 feet as the average width of 
street and alley roadways, we obtain 186,416 great 
squares, and the average cost of cleaning a great square as 
$1.19, 11,851 loads of snow were removed. There is a 
remarkable similarity between the costs per cubic yard 
of removing street dirt in the two cities—56.8 and 59.7 
cents. But apparently Chicago removed twice as much 
dirt per great square as did Baltimore. It is possible, 
however, that the figures for Chicago include ashes and 
rubbish as well as street dirt, which uncertainty only illus- 
trates the desirability of a uniform method of compiling 
municipal statistics. 

In 1905, 11,000 miles of streets and alleys were 
cleaned ; 271,070 cubic yards of dirt were removed, at a 
total cost of $154,385.99; and of garbage, 45,200 cubic 
yards were removed at a cost of 55 cents per cubic yard. 
The number of great squares cleaned may be estimated 
at 173,383, or $1.24 per great square.

MUNICIPAL NEWS 


ALABAMA, Demopolis.—An ordinance has been 
passed, providing for a modern slaughter house and a 
city market. 


Gadsden.—The waterworks company is supplying 
the city with water under a temporary agreement, as 
its franchise has expired. A Council Committee is con- 
sidering the purchase of the old waterworks. 


Montgomery.—The anti-bucket shop ordinance has 
been defeated. The scene of the contest will now be 
transferred to the State Legislature. 

ALASKA, Juneau.—A curfew ordinance has been 
passed, providing that girls and boys under the age of 
18 years must be off the streets before 10 o'clock at 
night between April and October, and before 9 o’clock 
during the remainder of the year. Offenses are punish- 
able with a fine of not more than $10 or imprisonment 
in jail for five days. 

ARIZONA, Bisbee.—The draymen and_ transfer 
men of the city have decided to resist payment of the 
license on the ground that it is exorbitant and is in the 
nature of a special tax, therefore being illegal. 

ARKANSAS, Fort Smith—New gas wells have 
been the cause of a reduction in rates, announced as 
follows: For consumers of less than 10,000 feet, 50 
cents; from 10,000 to 20,000 feet, 40 cents; for 20,000 
to 40,000 feet, 35 cents; 40,000 to 100,000 feet, 30 cents; 
for users of 100,000 feet, 25 cents. 

CALIFORNIA, Pasadena.—A plan is under con- 
sideration to develop power from a hydraulic plant, 
utilizing the sewage water near the Sewer Farm. The 
fall of the sewer water is between 650 and 850 feet, and 
with the proper pipes a 400-horsepower plant could 
be developed from the natural fall of the water. This 
power would generate sufficient electric current to 
furnish 145 are lights and 3,500 incandescent lights, 
which will be needed by the new electric lighting sys- 
tem. Captain Hartley, consulting engineer, has the 
figures of the Pelton Wheel Company, in San Fran- 
cisco, for installing such a plant, and he says that this 
company will install everything necessary for gener- 
ating of the power at the Sewer Farm, under the direc- 
tion of one of their best hydraulic engineers, for $45,- 
ooo. The towns of South Pasadena and Alhambra 
may join in the enterprise. 

Sacramento.—A committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce has recommended improvements for fire pro- 
tection as follows:—Bore 160 wells throughout the 
city, secure a fire engine in addition to one already 
contracted for; also a centrifugal pump of 10,000,000 
gallons daily capacity, and increase the paid force at 
certain engine houses to ten men each. The cost of the 
improvement is estimated at $67,000. 

COLORADO, Greeley.—A number of Colorado 
plains cities are following Greeley’s lead in going to 
the mountains for water, although the distance is con- 
siderable and the expense heavy. Greeley’s pipe line 
will be thirty-eight miles in length. Grand Junction 
has just voted $300,000 in bonds for a new water sys- 
tem and will bring the water twenty-five miles. Canon 
City has about decided to put in a new system at a 
cost of $400,000, the water to be brought from Cotton- 
wood creek, a pure mountain stream, forty miles dis- 
tant. 

CONNECTICUT, Bridgeport.—A special commit- 
tee of citizens investigating complaints made about the 
condition of the Bi-Products Company’s plant states 
that the committee found the grossest neglect of all 
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sanitary precautions; the plant was in filthy condition, 
and accumulations of garbage covering a period of four 
days were collected there, the daily collections amount- 
ing to upward of ten tons more than the capacity of 
the plant. The report also states that the location of 
the plant is unsuitable and that the water facilities 
there are inadequate. 


DELAWARE, Wilmington.—Garbage disposal is 
now carried on under new rules and under the supervision 
of the Board of Health. Some of the rules are as fol- 
lows :—All garbage to be taken from houses where 
contagious diseases exist must be thoroughly disin- 
fected by the contractors’ agents before removal to the 
cart. The disinfectant will be furnished by the Board 
of Health. Ashes or rubbish must not be deposited in 
the garbage receptacles. Garbage collectors who re- 
ceive tips or presents will be discharged. Garbage 
must be collected three times per week from June to 
October, and twice a week from October to June, on 
alternate weekdays, and every third day respectively 
during these periods. The wagons must be disinfected 
once each day. Fifty cents will be deducted from the 
contractor’s pay for each and every failure to remove 
garbage after six hours’ notification. The disposal 
plant must be of sufficient capacity to dispose of all 
garbage within twenty-four hours after delivery. The 
plant must be kept open from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. and 
must be kept thoroughly disinfected to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board of Health. 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA, Washington.—Chief 
Belt, of the Fire Department, has addressed a com- 
munication to each of the captains of the different fire 
department companies, inquiring whether, in their 
Opinions, it can be demonstrated that members of the 
Fire Department can be allowed one day off in every 
four and one night off in every twelve. He says that, 
if it can be demonstrated as advisable, he would gladly 
recommend such an arrangement to the Commission- 
ers. 

Major Sylvester has directed members of the Police 
Department to see that owners of automobiles do not 
leave their machines upon the public streets over night. 
Such practice, the Corporation Counsel has decided, is 
a violation of law, and the Commissioners have ap- 
proved his finding. 


FLORIDA, Jacksonville—The Council has ap- 
pointed a committee to confer with representatives of 
the St. Johns River Terminal Company and the Sea- 
board Air Line, regarding the construction of a via- 
duct across their tracks. 


Pensacola—Standing in water waist deep, local 
firemen fought flames in a lumber shed and lime house. 
One hose company pulled its own apparatus to the 
fire, as the horses could not be forced out in the storm. 


GEORGIA, Atlanta.—A magnificent boulevard out 
Peachtree street, unobstructed by street car tracks and 
trolley wires, is a strong possibility in the near future, 
if the citizens along the street and the public generally 
agree with the views of City Engineer R. M. Clayton. 
Captain Clayton states that he believes a majority of 
the property owners would favor such a plan and that 
the railroad company would not oppose it, having 
parallel lines. So far as he knows, every city in the 
United States has at least one main street in the res: 
idential district free from car tracks. 


Augusta.—The trustees of the Augusta Orphan 
Asylum have decided not to rent any of their property 
for saloon purposes. 
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Columbus.—The Secondary Industrial School has 
been opened and it will accommodate many of the chil- 
dren under fourteen years of age, who, under the new 
laws, cannot be employed in factories. Established by 
the manufacturers of Columbus, it will devote each of 
its eight buildings to one of the city’s industries. The 
principal building for the textile classes will graduate 
seventy or eighty pupils a year from a four-years’ 
course. 


ILLINOIS, Chicago.— Garfield Park, it is an- 
nounced, will become the flower center of the west side 
park system by the erection therein of a conservatory 
to cost $250,000. By direction of the west park board, 
designs for the structure are being prepared and work 
upon the big glass enclosure is to be started early next 
year. In addition to the conservatory, which will 
serve all the west parks, it is planned to build hand- 
some refectories in Garfield and Humboldt parks. Nor 
will Douglas park be neglected in the general improve- 
ment scheme, for there, it is asserted, will go up a 
building to contain a refectory, a boat landing and a 
inusic court. 

Elgin.—Ten meters a day are being installed in ac- 
cordance with a new ordinance. Prices of meters vary 
from $8.50 to $12.50 for 5g size, and from $12.70 to 
$16.90 for 34 size. 

Comptroller Bell has submitted to the Mayor and 
Common Council his estimate of the budget of 1907, 
as follows:— Department of Finance — Salaries of 
mayor, councilmen, comptroller, clerk, treasurer, attor- 
ney and city judge, $6,600; finance department, miscel- 
laneous, $650; interest on notes and bonds, $4,800; tax 
rebates and redemptions, $300; library (5 cents on $100 
valuation), $3,234.36; law department miscellaneous, 
$200; total, $15,784.36. Department of Public Works 
—Salaries of board of public works, engineer, clerk, 
street commissioner, park superintendent, sexton and 
janitor, $6,480; miscellaneous, $800; printing, $500;

The senti- 
ment is especially strong among the young business 
men, who favor public improvements, 

Peoria.—The fire protection situation in Peoria has 
long been unsatisfactory, as there is but one source of 

ipply between the city and the waterworks, and 

1y accident to this would deprive the city of water. 
he waterworks company is owned by a private cor- 
poration and is in the hands of a receiver, and in con- 
quence the city has been unable to secure the desired 
luplicate main. The insurance companies desired 
ome time ago to increase rates unless the protection 
as improved and an advance was made some time 
aco, which has now been absorbed by the application of 
the new schedule. This produces an average increase 
of 31 per cent. on buildings and 42 per cent. on stocks. 


_ INDIANA, Evansville—Mayor Boehme, at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Public Works, called attention to 
the condition of the street railway tracks. He said, 
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“The corporation has repeatedly promised to repair 
and improve the tracks. We have been waiting, but 
nothing has come of these promises. Why, the con- 
dition of the street car tracks is something deplorable. 
In some places the bricks are actually standing up on 
end. The people expect the corporations to keep this 
portion of the street in repair and they expect the city 
government to see that the work is performed. I there- 
fore recommend that this board proceed at once toward 
the enforcement of the law.” 

Muncie.—Comptroller H. C. Haymond recently sub- 
mitted the following recommendations for appropria- 
tions for 1907 :—

INDIAN TERRITORY, Sulphur.— At a recent 
meeting of oil producers it was proposed to take steps 
to prevent the sale of gas outside of the territory. 
Effort will be made to induce manufacturers to locate 
near the wells and build up the cities of the territory. 


IOWA, Davenport.—The Davenport Water Com- 
pany has completed the connection at Division street 
and Rockingham road, which brings two large mains 
together and completes the improvement in the sys- 
tem of mains in the business and factory district. Dur- 
ing the past year the company has taken up and re- 
placed over two miles of mains and now has a double 
16-inch main which forms a loop from pumping station 
No. 1 to Howell street. These same mains are con- 
nected north and south from Front to I*ifth streets, 
with 8, 10, 12 and 16-inch pipes. The large mains are 
also connected at Main street with the 16-inch main 
from Station No. 2 or reservoir station. 


KANSAS, Lawrence.— Under the control of the 
State Board of Health and the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, there will be conducted at the University 
of Kansas a series of analyses of the waters of the 
State. The objects to be determined are:—First, a 
mineral analysis of water from the various streams of 
the State; second, in the case of the larger rivers, a 
mineral analysis from samples taken daily from the 
river ; third, the effect of sewage on the streams receiv- 
ing sewage from the large cities of the State; fourth, 
a sanitary analysis of the water of the different cities 
of the State, the effect of waste stock pens and the like 
on streams which drain them and a biological analysis 
of certain river waters. 
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Leavenworth.—One hundred men are employed at 
the regular semi-annual cleaning of the city’s two res- 
ervoirs. The work requires about a week and in the 
mean time people will have to submit to the inconveni- 
ence of muddy water. 


MARYLAND, Baltimore.—City Engineer Benjamin 
T. Fendall has returned from his European trip. He 
did not find European pavements and paving methods 
as perfect as he had supposed. He found poor pave- 
ments in London, Paris and Vienna. He found that 
pavement foundations of concrete varied from 534 to 
734 inches. Engineers and officials abroad have no 
less trouble than ours over the constant digging up of 
pavements. The idea that small defects in pavement 
are repaired quickly in Europe is another fallacy. The 
cost of pavements, in spite of cheaper labor, was found 
to average about the same as in this country. An in- 
teresting municipal wood block plant was found in 
Paris. Superiority in street cleaning is admitted and 
is due to the employment of boys or men or women at 
about a shilling or mark a day. In Budapest, an ex- 
cellent basalt paving block was found and in general 
stone blocks are closer jointed and well shaped. Mr. 
Fendall thinks German cities, notably Munich and 
Dresden, the best paved. 


MASSACHUSETTS, Boston.— The Boston and 
New York Electric Railroad Company proposes to 
construct a passenger line between the two cities over 
a private right of way. For $20,000,000, it is estimated 
that a road can be built over which trains can make 
the trip of 190 miles in three and a half hours. 

Lynn.—Judge Berry, in the Police Court, criticised 
the manner in which city prisoners are transferred to 
the county jail. “I was in Salem the other day,” said 
the judge, “and I saw four Lynn prisoners, chained 
together, being led through the main streets on their 
way to the jail. They were followed by a crowd of 
men and boys and stared at by everybody.” 

Marlboro.—No cause has been found for an out- 
break of typhoid fever. Inspector A. E. Lock, repre- 
senting the Metropolitan Sewer and Water Commis- 
sion, says he has not found that any of the cases orig- 
inated from bad sanitary conditions. 

Plymouth.—The famous Town Brook broke through 
one of the dams of the Plymouth mills and did $200,- 
ooo damage. Town Brook is the outlet of Billington 
Sea, a pond two miles long about a mile from the cen- 
ter of the town and falls 90 feet in its course to the 
sea. It supplies power for several mills. It is said that 
the gate of the dam at the outlet of the pond was not 
shut properly. 

Woburn.—Trees are being cut down and brush 
cleared away along the highways in the efforts to ex- 
terminate brown tail and gypsy moths. Only the best 
trees will be left standing, probably about 40 feet apart. 
For a hundred feet back from the street line on each 
side the underbrush will be cut away and burned, and 
most of the trees will be cut down and moth nests 
found on them will be painted with creosote to prevent 
the eggs from hatching. In the spring these trees will 
be banded with burlap and some sticky substance in 
order to make it impossible for the caterpillars to reach 
the branches. The experts are confident that these 
steps will result in a great diminution of the pest and 
will go far toward bringing it under complete control. 


MICHIGAN, Detroit.—At a recent meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Detroit Municipal League, 
several propositions relating to street railway franchise 
matters were taken up for consideration. After delib- 
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eration the committee decided that the League should 
oppose the passage of the Codd-Hutchins ordinance. 
The committee agreed that the League should not 
adopt a policy distinctly for or against municipal 
ownership and operation, but should work for munic- 
ipal home rule, so that the people of the city will have 
the right to determine that question for themselves 
upon its merits. In the meantime, the League will 
continue to work for Civil Service reform and economy 
and efficiency in government. In this way the League 
will try to help bring about such political conditions 
as will be favorable to the success of municipal owner- 
ship if the people determine to undertake it at any 
future time. 

Grand Rapids.—The petition of the Grand Rapids 
Non-Partisan Municipal Election League, asking that 
the amendment to the city charter placing municipal 
elections on a non-partisan basis be submitted to the 
electors at the November election, was recently filed 
with the clerk and presented to the Common Council. 
The purpose of the amendment is to eliminate party 
politics from city and ward elections. It is to be ac- 
complished by holding a general primary election, at 
which the names of all candidates will appear on one 
ballot without party names or designation and grouped 
in alphabetical order under the names of the offices 
for which they are running. A man going to the polls 
will not be obliged to declare himself as belonging to 
one or another of the political parties before receiving 
his ballot, but will be given a ballot without question, 
and all voters will receive the same ballot. The two 
persons receiving the highest number of votes for any 
office will be declared nominees for that office, and 
their names will be placed on the regular election 
ballot as candidates at the ensuing election. Candi- 
dates on the election ballot will also appear without 
party designation and grouped alphabetically under 
the office for which they are running. 


MINNESOTA, Duluth.—The contract awarded by 
the Water and Light Department for drive wells on 
Duluth Heights, to supply water for the auxiliary sys- 
tem, to be installed in that district this season, has 
been completed. The manager reported to the Water 
Board that four wells are furnishing an ample supply 
of water, and all that remains to be done is to install 
the gasoline engine and machinery for pumping and 
connecting up the mains. A peculiar circumstance 
is that the water in the fourth well, which is only 50 
feet from the third, stands five feet higher than in any 
of the others. It is supposed that the last well was 
driven into a different stratum. 

Minneapolis—Dr. P. M. Hall, Commissioner of 
Health, at a meeting of the Board of Tax Levy, spoke 
warmly in support of plans for public baths. There 
were reasons, he said, why the Gerber baths could not 
be duplicated in South Minneapolis. In the first place. 
nearly all of the sewage of the city was turned into the 
river just above the most available site, and even 
though the water might be all right, the current was 
too swift to make bathing safe for small children. 
He argued that the more the city did for the comfort 
and health of the people, the better would be the cit 
izens. Public bathing places were a great benefit in 
maintaining public health, and exercised a good in- 
fluence in other directions. The extent with which 
baths were appreciated was shown this summer at the 
Gerber baths, where 147,300 persons took advanta;:* 
of the opportunities. 


MISSISSIPPI, Vicksburg.—If the permeable dikes 
now being built at Rattling Slough, on Red river, 
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prove a success, millions of dollars will be saved in the 
building of levee loops. At Rattling Slough five per- 
meable dikes have been built. The piles are simply 
driven in oblique lines out from the bank. While the 
water can flow between the piles, they have the effect 
of stopping the current, and it is a well-known fact 
that a silt-carrying stream, when stopped, at once de- 
posits the silt. It is expected that the deposits will 
probably form about the piles, and thus not only form 
a bulwark that will prevent further caving and protect 
the levee, but will push the river back to its old bed. 


MISSOURI, Joplin.—The city now enjoys a revenue 
of $700 a month from commercial electric lighting; 
improvements costing $30,000 have trebled the capacity 
of the plant. Each of the 189 city lights now costs 
$4.50 a month to operate. The price under private 
contract used to be $6 per light. 

St. Louis—The St. Louis Playground Association, 
Dwight F. Davis, Chairman, conducted eleven play- 
grounds and two vacation schools during the last sum- 
mer. Chairman Davis now figures that part of the 
$670,000 voted recently at a special election for parks 
be used in establishing a system of downtown parks 
in the tenement districts. Figures have been compiled 
showing that the playground movement has been one 
of much importance to the city, having lessened sick- 
ness and mortality among children, as well as juvenile 
disturbances and crimes. 

MONTANA, Butte.— The Rocky Mountain Bell 
Telephone Company will expend $250,000 more in fur- 
ther enlarging and equipping its Butte system, says 
President George Y. Wallace, of the company. Chief 
among the things to be done during the next few 
months is the erection of a handsome new three-story 
telephone building here; the installation of a new 
switchboard to cost more than $100,000, and other im- 
provements, including conduits, to cost $68,000. 

NEBRASKA, Omaha.—Mayor Dahlman has had 
drivers of ice wagons arrested and the wagons con- 
fiscated in retaliation for their refusal to deliver ice to 
customers who appeared as witnesses against the com- 
pany at recent trials, when charges of delivering short 
weight ice were made. 

NEVADA, Round Mountain.—In order that the 
children in Round Mountain, a new mining camp, 
shall not go without instructions this winter, the 
Miners Union has converted its hall into a school- 
house. Citizens of the camp have contributed furni- 
ture and a school with seven or eight grades will be 
opened. Within twenty-four hours after the project 
was undertaken enough funds were secured by con- 
tribution. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE, Franklin.—The failure of the 
newly driven wells to furnish enough pure water is a 
source of much disappointment. The tests made at the 
wells before they were added to the waterworks sys- 
tem showed a plentiful supply of excellent water and 
it was believed that the problem of sufficient pure 
water had been finally solved. For the last few weeks 
in the course of the drought the supply diminished 
gradually until it was found necessary to fill up the 
reservoir with river water in order that a sufficient 
quantity would be on hand in case of a serious conflag- 
ration. 

NEW JERSEY, Atlantic City.—The police officers 
are likely to ask the Council for small electric lamps, 
30 that they can follow suspicious characters into dark 
sorners or under the board walk. 

Haledon.—The Township Advisory Committee has 
engaged Mr. Joseph B. Ryder, of New York City, to 
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prepare plans for a $50,000 water plant for domestic 
purposes and fire protection. A _ half-million gallon 
reservoir and a gravity distributing system are desired. 

Paterson.—The report of Mr. John Stagg, Chief En- 
gineer of the Paterson, N. J., Fire Department, con- 
tains several items of interest, if only for comparison 
with the Fire Department records. Of 381 fires during 
the last fiscal year, 68 originated in chimneys, 22 in 
flues, 46 were caused by parlor matches, 14 by sparks 
from locomotives and 13 by overheated stoves; no 
other cause was responsible for more than 9 fires, only 
4 being caused by kerosene stoves and 2 by firecrackers. 
Of the buildings in which fires occurred, 280 were 
wood and 61 brick or stone. But 5 fires extended be- 
yond one building, and but 13 beyond one floor. But 16 
false alarms were turned in during the year. Consid- 
erable trouble is caused in Paterson by the breaking 
oi the glasses in the fire alarm boxes by both boys and 
men. 

South Orange.—The Essex County Park Commis- 
sion has made a tour of inspection to look over the pro- 
ject for the development of Morsewood avenue to 
connect Orange Park with South Mountain reserva- 
tion. 


NEW YORK, Albany.—State Entomologist E. P. 
Felt, in a report on “The Shade Tree Problem in New 
York State,” estimates the value of shade trees at $10 
each; he believes that in village or city streets trees 
should be placed 50 feet apart, a plan which would re- 
quire 200 to the mile. About ten years ago Albany 
lost 1,500 trees, due to the elm leaf beetle. Now the 
city spends from $1,600 to $2,000 in protecting trees 
irom pests. 


Buffalo.—Dr. W. S. Goodale, of the Charity Organ- 
ization Society, has submitted to the Fire Department 
a list of 50 tenements not equipped with fire escapes, as 
the law requires. Chief B. J. McConnell declares that 
he will enforce the law in every instance. 

Corning.—H. A. Caparn, the landscape artist, ar- 
rived in the city and, in company with the members of 
the executive committee for the park and other inter- 
ested citizens, has made an inspection of the grounds 
to be used. Mr. Caparn expressed himself as greatly 
pleased with the site and the opportunities it afforded 
for excellent work. He will soon submit his prelim- 
inary plans to the committee. 


New York City.—The Interborough report shows 
that, despite hot weather and poor ventilation, traffic 
on the subway grows, while that on the elevated has 
slightly decreased. The number of passengers carried 
during the year was 257,796, 754 on the elevated lines, 
and 137,919,632 on the subway, a total of 395,716,386. 
In 1905 the elevated roads carried 266,381,930 passen- 
gers, while the subway, from October 27, 1904, to July 
I, 1905, transported 72,722, 890. 

The Board of Estimate has begun work on the bud- 
get. All the heads of departments have asked for large 
increases, amounting in bulk to about $20,000,000, but 
Mayor McClellan has already made it known that the 
pruning knife has been sharpened. 

Police Commissioner Bingham announces that he 
had made up his mind not to fill the three vacant in- 
spectorships from the eligible list furnished him some 
time ago by the Civil Service Commission. “I have 
come to the conclusion that not one of the candidates is 
satisfactory to me,” said General Bingham, “and no in- 
fluence or pressure can be brought to bear to make me 
promote any of them.” 

Captain McNally, of the Church street police station, 
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and Captain Liebers, of Leonard street, received in- 
structions to enforce the city ordinances relating to the 
obstruction of sidewalks, with a tip that a neglect to 
do so might result in charges. 

Thefts of the creosoted wooden paving blocks which 
are now being laid in various parts of the city are 
being constantly reported, and in consequence repair- 
ers of stoves are doing a rushing business. ‘There is 
no danger of a second offense,” said George B. Olney, 
Chief Engineer of the Bureau of Highways, “for just 
one of these blocks soon puts an ordinary range out 
of commission.” 

Utica——The committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce on improving and beautifying Utica has engaged 
I’, L. Olmstead, Brookline, Mass., to draw up a com- 
prehensive scheme of parks and parkways. 


NORTH CAROLINA, Fayetteville—The Chief of 
Police has notified all druggists that they must cease 
selling beer or wine on doctors’ prescriptions; that 
hereafter only whiskey can be dispensed. 

Wilmington.—At a recent meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen an ordinance was passed requiring all cars 
operating in the city to be equipped with fenders. 
While only trolley cars were referred to, the order, as 
it stands, will require the Chief of Police to enforce 
this ordinance with railroad companies not meant to 
be included by the Board. 


NORTH DAKOTA, Fargo.— The city slaughter 
house is now open. The building is 30x 50 feet, with 
concrete walls and floor. There are wards large enough 
to handle a carload of stock with concrete floors. The 
house and yards are connected with the sewer and city 
water, so that they can be kept in a sanitary condition. 

Jamestown.—Steps have been taken by the City 
Council to secure a park at the north end of Fifth 
avenue. A drinking fountain, as a memorial to John- 
son Nickens, will be put in at an expense of $1,000. 


OHIO, Cleveland.—A scheme for the construction 
of a municipal light, heat and power plant, to be oper- 
ated in connection with the pumping station for the 
high-pressure fire service, was recently announced by 
President Springborn, of the Board of Public Service. 
His plan would do away with a large part of the light- 
ing expense of the downtown district, taking all of that 
work from the Cleveland Electric Illuminating Com- 
pany. The cost of building such a plant is estimated at 
$1,000,000. 


OKLAHOMA, Shawnee.—This city of about 20,000 
population claims to have installed the first steam tur- 
bine in the Southwest; it forms part of the equipment 
of the Shawnee-Tecumseh Interurban railway, just 
completed. 


OREGON, Portland.—Mayor Lane has compelled 
the Standard Oil Company to remove all offensive 
tanks outside of the city limits. 


PENNSYLVANIA, Allegheny. — An _ ordinance, 
passed in 1897, has been revived and the railroads have 
been notified to cease burning soft coal or otherwise 
stop their engines from emitting dense smoke. Thirty 
days will be allowed to elapse before prosecutions will 
begin. 


RHODE ISLAND, Providence.—Mayor Dyer fa- 
vors the purchase of the Admiral Hopkins’ estate for 
a park. In order that the family homestead may be 
perpetuated to the memory of the old Admiral and to 
insure it against being divided into house lots, the 
present owner, Mrs. Gould, agreed to deed to the city 
the homestead, 150 years old and containing Colonial 
relics of great value, and the land on which it is situ- 
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ated, provided that the city buy, at a reasonable cost, 
probably the tax valuation, 4% acres of abutting land. 

SOUTH CAROLINA, Camden.—This city was re- 
cently in temporary darkness. The arrangement the 
Camden Water, Light and Ice Company had with the 
Southern Oil Mill was discontinued, and the city was 
in darkness; to add to the gloom, a terrible northeast 
gale was in full blast. The Water, Light and Ice Com- 
pany promises light in four or five weeks and they are 
doing all in their power to relieve the present condi- 
tion. 


SOUTH DAKOTA, Sioux Falls.—The city held a 
harvest fete recently under the auspices of the Board 
of Trade. 


TENNESSEE, Chattanooga.— The first official 
steps have been taken for the construction of a tunnel 
through Missionary Ridge, from McKallie avenue to 
Birds Hill road. According to a statement of Mr. F. 
J. Hampton, at a recent meeting, a tunnel 800 feet long, 
30 feet wide and 23 feet high, built on a 6 per cent. 
grade with 8-foot side walls built in four courses of 
brick work would cost $84,000. He quoted County 
Engineer Dodds to support his statements. Two other 
estimates of the cost, he said, had been made, one of 
them placing the figure at $110,000 and the other at 
$165,000. He believed a 40-foot tunnel would cost at 
least $160,000. 


TEXAS, Dallas.—Street paving to the value of $96,- 
341 has been done during the past year, although laws 
in force do not favor paving. Efforts to issue bonds for 
special improvement districts have been blocked in the 
courts. However, there is now under contract work 
amounting to $161,436 and projected work to the 
amount of $116,810. The total amounts of paving laid 
up to date are: Asphalt, 115,239 square yards; brick, 
30,000 square yards; paved with bois d’arc, 8 miles; 
macadam, 22 miles. 


IN OTHER LANDS 


CANADA, Hamilton.—Chairman Wallace and Al- 
derman Clark, of the Sewers Committee, and a sub- 
committee of the Board of Health, had a recent confer- 
ence about the sludge situation. The aldermen en- 
dorsed the scheme advocated by Chairman Quinn, of 
the Board of Health, and agreed to use the sludge at 
the Wentworth street disposal works for filling in the 
arm of the coal oil inlet, the Board to see that it is cov- 
ered. As to the sludge at the Ferguson avenue works, 
the aldermen promised to see that it was covered with 
earth so that it could not possibly be a source of an- 
noyance. 

Montreal.—The town of Westmount has applied to 
the City Council, of Montreal, for pérmission to 
supply electric light and power to consumers within 
the city limits in the contiguous territory to the boun- 
daries of Westmount. 


SPAIN, Barcelona.—Benjamin H. Ridgely, United 
States Consul-General, reports that a street car service 
of auto-buses, which has just been inaugurated, is reap- 
ing a rich reward of 2-cent fares from an annre- 
ciative public. The ’buses run from the central plaza 
of the city to a busy section about two miles distant 
and are given a five-minute service, with fares of Io 
centimos, equal nominally to 2 American cents. They 
are strong and fairly comfortable vehicles, capable of 
transporting about 30 passengers—1I5 on top and 15 in- 
side. They are equipped with benzine motors of 24 
horsepower and make about 20 per cent. faster time 
than the electric street cars with which they compete.

Dear Sir:—In your issue of September 12, 1906, under Legal 
News, I notice a statement regaraing the case of the American 
Sewage Disposal Company vs. The City of Pawtucket, R: L, in 
which the statement of facts has been rather mixed. In the ar- 
ticle referred to it is stated that “the American Sewage Disposal 
Company brought suit on the ground that the use of the tank 
was an infringement, and this decision was affirmed by the Court 
of Appeals.” In the same article it is also stated that “the peti- 
tion of the complainant for permission to apply to the Circuit 
Court for leave to reopen the case has been denied.” It would be 
a rather curious condition of affairs if the complainant, having 
received a decision in its favor, should ask to have the case re- 
opened on the ground of newly discovered evidence. 

As the claims of the American Disposal Company have been 
quite broadly advertised in the past, through the engineering 
press, and as the said company has been quite persistent in calling 
the attention of engineers to its claim that the use of the septic 
tank was an infringement of the Glover patents, held by them, 
it may be of interest to the profession in general, and to other 
cities which have been threatened with lawsuits by reason of the 
so-called infringements of these patents, to know that this claim 
has been finally disposed of and that the said patents do not cover 
septic tank treatment. The case was brought by the American 
Sewage Disposal Company, of Boston, against the City of Paw- 
tucket, not for the use of a “patent sewage tank,” as the article 
in the MuNIcIPAL JoURNAL AND ENGINEER states, but for the al- 
leged infringement of the Glover patents by the use of the septic 
tank treatment in sewage disposal. ‘ 

The case was tried before Judge Brown, of the Circuit Court 
of the United States, District of R. I., and a decision rendered 
in favor of the defendant, the City of Pawtucket. It was then 
appealed to the United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
first circuit and a decision again obtained in favor of the City of 
Pawtucket. The case was then taken to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, by which it was thrown out, and as a last resort 
the complainant applied to the Circuit Court for leave to reopen 
the case on the ground of newly discovered evidence. This peti- 
tion of the complainant was denied, finally settling the controversy 
and upholding the position taken by the City of Pawtucket that 
the so-called Glover patents did not cover the septic tank treat- 
ment of sewage. 

This has been the opinion of almost all engineers whose atten- 
tion has been called directly to the claims of these patents, and 
now that a decision has finally been rendered by the courts, con- 
firming such opinion, it will probably be of interest to those who 
have been familiar with the claims made under them to know 
that the matter has finally been settled.

The lamps referred to are 2,000 nominal candlepower, requiring 
50 true watts’ energy at the arc. They burn all night, the speci- 
cations requiring 4,000 lamp-hours per year. The current is 
generated partly by waterpower and partly by steam. On account 
‘ extreme low water during the summer months the company 


must maintain a steam plant sufficient to furnish all the current 
equired.—The Editor.

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ments of two-thirds of the cost, which 
may be made against them, and that 
inasmuch as they, in common with the 
whole people of the town, will be bene- 
fited by having the whole amount of 
the payments made by the _ railway 
company credited to the Borough 
alone, the abutting property owners 
are not therefore to be relieved to any 
extent from the full amount of the as- 
sessments which may, under the law, be 
made against them, especially when 
the payment made by the railway com- 
pany does not exceed the one-third of 
the whole cost of the paving, for which 
under the statute the Borough remains 
liable. 

However, the court holds that any 
contribution made to the Borough on 
account of the work being done by a 
third party, should inure to the bene- 
fit of all persons and classes of persons 
legally chargeable with the cost there- 
of. Therefore the Borough authorities 
were acting within the line of their 
duty in assessing the abutting property 
owners with the two-thirds of the total 
cost of paving the streets in question 
after deducting the amount paid in by 
the railway company, instead of mak- 
ing the assessment without such de- 
duction.—Circuit Court, Butler, Pa. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


Historic Towns of the Connecticut River 
Valley.—By George S. Roberts. Rob- 
son & Adee, Schenectady, N. Y.—This 
is an interesting description of the 
towns in the States of Massachusetts 
and Connecticut which lie on or near 
the Connecticut River. The author de- 
scribes each town separately, begin- 
ning with old Saybrook, the first home 
of Yale College, and from which 
sprang Westbrook, Chester, and Es- 


sex, and continuing up the valley 
through Lyme, Clinton, Haddam, 
Moodus, Middletown, and twenty 


other Connecticut towns; then through 
the Massachusetts towns of Suffield, 
Enfield, Springfield, Hadley, Amherst, 
to Northfield; ending with the settle- 
ments in Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire. Throughout the 477 pages are 
scattered more than too illustrations 
from photographs of historic buildings, 
monuments, etc., most of them admir- 
ably executed. 


Houston & T. C. R. Co. vs. Dallas, Tex. The Spirit of Democracy.—By Charles 


—The power to require an existing 
railroad track to be conformed to the 
grade of a street which crosses it is 
held to be conferred upon a municipal 
corporation by a provision in its charter 
empowering it to require railroad com- 
panies of all kinds to construct at their 
own expense such crossings and other 
things as the City Council may deem 
necessary. 


Railroad’s Share of Paving 


Butler, Pa., Property Owners vs. County 
Auditors.—The County Auditors, in re- 
fusing to credit property owners with 
part of the amount paid by the railroad 
company for its portion of a new pave- 
ment, seem to have opened a new field 
in law. The Auditors contended that 
inasmuch as the occupancy of the 
streets by the railway company imposes 
no new burden upon the street for 
which abutting owners are entitled to 
damages or compensation, and as they 
receive benefits from the paving of the 
streets commensurate with the assess- 





F. Dole. Thomas Y. Crowell and Co., 
Publishers, New York. This book ot 
435 pages grew out of a lecture deliv- 
ered by the author before the Twenti- 
eth Century Club, of Boston, Mass., 
and originally appeared in a series of 
articles in the Springfield Republican. 
The object of the book is to show what 
real democracy, fully developed, would 
be; but it does not pretend to teach 
how that development shall be effected. 
The author shows that what has 
alarmed some pessimists ahout the 
working of democracy have been really 
departures from true democracy; that 
the absorbing of power by the pluto- 
crats has not been attended by as great 
evil as its previous exercise by kings 
or aristocracy, but was an evil in either 
case. He conceives democracy to be 
cooperation, and to be the inevitable 
tendency of social human beings if 
permitted to follow their natural vent. 
That democracy does not lie in the uni- 
versal ballot, in the names given to the 
governing officials, even in the imme- 
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diate origin of that government, but 
in the “inward, vital force urging men 
together.” He therefore argues that 
man will, in time, sluff off the putrid 
sores of corruption, of the tyranny of 
concentrated wealth, and that democ- 
racy will ultimately become embodied 
in a cooperative society,—a socialistic 
state. But men must first realize, what 
he believes to be true, that the vast 
majority are largely actuated in their 
conduct toward society by unselfish 
motives; as are our volunteer soldiers. 
The worst sore on the body of United 
States democracy is the city govern- 
ments. The officials “would not be 
trusted by their neighbors to serve as 
trustees or executors of the smallest 
estate.” The author’s remedy is a re- 
turn to the town meeting idea; while 
minority representation and concen- 
trated authority seem to be favored. 
The great need of the time, he believes 
to be intelligent good will. This book 
presents no startling new ideas, but 
has set forth in popular language ex- 
cellent ideals well worthy of attain- 
ment. 

A Decade of Civic Development. — By 
Charles Zueblin; the University of 
Chicago Press, Chicago, Ill. Price 
$1.35, postpaid.—The author, who is 
Professor of Sociology in the Univer- 
sity of Chicago and a well-known writ- 
er on municipal topics, believes that 
the civic awakening during the past 
decade will be recorded in history as of 
no less importance than wars and revo- 
lutions. Surely the value of public 
work constructed within this period 
has been no less than the value of 
property destroyed in a war. The 
author touches on the training of the 
future citizen in the school in self- 
reliance and self-government.  Illus- 
trating in detail the work done, great 
credit is given to the Centennial Ex- 
position at Chicago, as calling atten- 
tion to the value of unity of plan in 
building a city. Four cities which have 
made notable progress in recent years 
are Boston, including the Metropoli- 
tan Area, Greater New York, Harris- 
burg and Washington. The experience 
of Boston and New York shows how 
municipalities may cooperate to se- 
cure common advantages. The ex- 
perience of Harrisburg in arousing 
public spirit is perhaps the chapter of 
most value, as plans formed there 
might be successfully adopted by a 
city of any size. The book deserves a 
place on the shelves of every munici- 
pal library. 

Sire Tests with Glass—Two Tests Each 

with Three Window Openings Filled 
with Wired Glass, by Mississippi Wire 
Glass Co., New York City. Published 
by the British Fire Prevention Com- 
mittee, 1 Waterloo Place, Pall Mall, 
England. The first test recorded the 
effect of a fire of 45 minutes’ duration, 
he temperature reaching 1500° F., fol- 
iowed by the application of water:— 
ire did not pass through the glass in 
he three window openings.

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CONVENTION NOTES 


League of American Municipalities.— 
The tenth annual convention of the 
League of American Municipalities met 
at Chicago, September 26, nearly a thou- 
sand members being present. Follow- 
ing the address of the President, Mr. R. 
G. Rhett, Mayor of Charleston, S. C., Mr. 
Lawson Purdy, Secretary of the New 
York Tax Reform Association, gave an 
address on “The Influence of Taxa- 
tion on the Prosperity of Cities,” 
and Calvin W. Hendrick, of Baltimore, 
described the proposed sewerage sys- 
tem of that city at length. Friday’s 
session was devoted to a discussion of 
municipal ownership. President Frank 
Parsons, of the Boston Municipal Own- 


ership League, leading in favor of, 
and Prof. Frank H. Roberts of Denver 
University, in opposition to, such own- 


ership. A majority of the delegates, and 
especially those from the Middle West, 
apparently were in favor of municipal 
ownership; but the convention refused, 
very properly we think, to put itself for- 
mally on record in the matter. Street 
yailways, telephones, electric-light sys- 
tems and gas works were the utilities for 
which municipal ownership was espe- 
cially advocated. Professor Roberts, 
however, declared that after making a 
tour of English cities to study their tax 
and revenue statistics, he is only 
strengthened in his belief in the inabil- 
ity of cities to operate public utilities 
successfully. 

Mr. John M. Head, of Boston, discuss- 
ing a paper on franchises, by Harry P. 
Nichols of New York, called perpetual 
franchises “crimes against humanity,” 
and said that vested rights were really 
vested wrongs. Mr. Nichols urged the 
widest possible control of all public ser- 
vice corporations by the municipality, 
on the ground that such corporations 
and the citizens are really partners, and 
the latter should not be compelled to be 
silent ones. Mayor Emerson Coats- 
worth, of Toronto, sent a paper on Mu- 
nicipalization of Street Railways in 
Toronto. Miss Jane Addams read an 
interesting paper on “The Value to Mu- 
nicipalities of Woman Suffrage.” Mayor 
Dunne, of Chicago, was elected Presi- 
dent of the League for the coming year. 

Central States Water Works Associa- 
tion.—About 350 attended this conven- 
tion, which was held at Cincinnati, Ohio, 
September 25, 26, and 27. The first ses- 
sion was slimly attended, but by after- 
noon 150 were registered, and these vis- 
ited the Newport and Covington Water 
Works, at the latter of which lunch was 
served. A trip to Ft. Thomas followed. 
On Wednesday Chief Engineer Benzen- 
berg described the city’s waterworks 
system, and Engineer Jewett the filtra- 
tion plant, following which a visit was 
made to inspect both. In the afternoona 
trip was taken down the river on the 
steamer Princess, dinner being served 
on the boat. On Thursday a paper on 
“Waste of Water” was read by Mr. L. M. 
Latta, of Akron, O. The election of offi- 
cers resulted as follows: President, Thos. 
R. Cook, of Toledo; Vice-President, 
John Longang, Tipton, Ind.; Secretary, 
W. A. Veach, Newark, O.; Treasurer, 
A. W. Inman, Massillon, O.; State Vice- 
Presidents—Ohio, Jerry O’Shaughnessy; 
Kentucky, W. H. Glore; Indiana, E. S. 
Pitts; Michigan, A. L. Holmes; West 
Virginia, Wm. Schwertfeger. Wheeling, 
W. Va., was seltcted as the next place of 
meeting.
